How glorious this Day ! Has it been exceeded 
by any, except that, when the Holy Ghoſt de- 
ſcended, viſibly, upon the Diſciples? What 
Joy muft have filled the Hearts of theſe devout 
Worſhippers | The very King himſelf cried out, 
when he ſaw the well-known Symbol (Exod. 
xxiv. 16; xl. 34.) of the Divine Preſence, And 
will Gop, in very Deed, dwell with Men on Earth? 
Behold! Heaven, and the Heaven of Heavens, can- 
not contain thee | How much leſs this Houſe, which 1 
have built! 2 Chron. vii. 18. What is the Glory 
of the Chriſtian Church? We do not look for 
Signs, and Wonders, and viſible Manifeſtations. 
The Glory of the Chriſtian Diſpenſation conſiſts 
in the inviſible Preſence of King IEsus, pardon- 
ing, renewing, ſtrengthening, and comforting 
the Souls of his People; or, to advert to a well- 
| known Petition, “ cleanſing our Hearts by the 
< Inſpiration of his holy Spirit.” I muſt pre- 
miſe, that this 2 typified the Loxp JIxsus

and through whom a poor Sinner, as the Srrangir 
which was not of Gop's People Iſrael, coming, and 
praying towards this Houſe, may have his Prayer 
heard, and Sins forgiven. © But my Intention is 
to ſpeak of this Houſe, as that whereof CuRIS＋ 
zs the chief Corner- Stone; ; and ſhew how the Glory 
of the LORD fills it, and what Effect that Glery 


has upon thoſe, to whom it is manifeſted. 


The Apoſtle thus addreſſes the Church of Co- 
rinth: Know ye not that ye are the Temple of GoD— 


| Know ye not that your Body is the Temple of the 


Holy GHosrT. And again, Ye are the Temple of 
the Living Gop. Hence I proceed to ſhew how 
the Glory of the Lorp fills this Temple, and 
what Effect it produces, what a mighty Change is 
wrought, when the Loxy anſwers the Prayers of 
his People, unitedly crying, Thy Kingdom come. 


Gop's Glory is manifeſted both in a Way of 
Holineſs and Mercy, When a poor Sinner be- 
holds unſpotted Purity, he fears and trembles. 
When Mount Sinai burnt with Fire, and the 
LoRp ſhewed his Glory, the Iſraelites ſtood 
amazed. Thunders rattled in their Ears: Light- 
Bings flaſhed in their Faces: They heard the

Voice of Gon promulgating a juſt and holy Latus. 
Now, they, who are under the Law, are under the 
Curſe. The Soul that finneth, it ſhall die. If the 
Iſraelites were ſtruck with Dread and Horror, 
when they heard it given, what muſt a wretched 
Sinner feel, who falls under the heavy Penalties 
of this holy Law? O! flee; flee from the Wrath 
to come, Take Refuge in a dear REDEEMER'S 
Arms. He redeems from the Law. Put all your 
Hope, your Confidence, your Truſt in him; or, 
to uſe the Apoſtle's Words, Believe in the Lok» 
JE sus CHRIST, and you ſhall be ſaved. 


When Gop's Glory, made known in a Way 
of Holineſs, fills the Houſe (I ſpeak metaphori- 
cally) the Heart of Man; it makes him feel 
what a Den of Thieves a Sinner's Bofom is. 
He ſees himſelf corrupt, and cries, Unclean! un- 
clean! and with the Sailor, What ſhall J do to be 
ſaved? 5 Abraham, the Father of the Faithful, the 
Friend of GoD, when he ſaw this Glory, ſays, 7 
am but Duſt and Aſbes.— Job, I abhor myſelf in 
Duft and Aſbes.—Iſaiab, (the heavenly Hoſt were 
then crying Holy, Holy, Hoh, Woe is me, I am 
undone ; for I am a Man of unclean Lips, and dwell 
among a People of unclean Lips, —Fohn, when he 

beheld 
The Moral Lay contain'd in the Ten Commandments. 


. 
beheld it, fell down as dead. O, sir! How 
will you ſtand, when Gop ſhall lay Judgment to 
_ the Line, ana Righteouſneſs to the Plummet ? What 
will you do? My Heart bleeds over poor Sab- 
bath Breakers, Swearers, Drunkards, and un- 
clean Perſons. I have great Heavineſs and conti- 
nual Sorrow in it, for my Brethren, according to the 
Fleſh, who going about to eftabliſh their own Righteouſ- 
neſs, will not ſubmit to the Righteouſneſs of Gop. 
W hat will become of them, at that great and 
awful Day, when the Loy ſhall appear with all 
his holy Angels ? They will cry to the Rocks and 
Hills to fall upon them, and cover " them from the 
Wrath of the LAMB. 


Thus the Glory of 8 manifeſted in a Way 
of Holineſs, writes the Sentence of Death in a 
Sinner's Heart. Now his Eyes forget to fleep, 
his Eye-Lids no longer ſlumber. He waters his 
Couch with his Tears. He ſmites upon his 
Breaſt, and cries, Gop be merciful to me, a 
Sinner. | | 


The Hand which kills, will make alive. He 
who, as the Captain of the Lord's Hoſt, lets fly 
an Arrow of Conviction at a Sinner's Boſom ; as 
the Phyſician of Sin- ſick Souls, will pour the

Balm of Gilead into the Wound, and bind up the 
3 Heart. This Subjet leads me to ſhew- 


The Glory of Gop, in the Manifeſtation of 
his Goodneſs and Mercy: What Comforts it 
brings, what Effects it produces. And here 1 
ſhall have an Opportunity of rectifying a prevail- 
ing Miſtake, viz. that vital Religion makes a 
Perſon melancholy. Was ever a poor con- 
demned Criminal made melancholy by a free

Did it fill the Prodigal's Heart with Dulneſs, 
Stupidity, and Melancholy, when his Father's 
Arms were thrown about his Neck, and the beſt 
Robe put upon his Back?

Can De- 
Hverance from Death and Hell, Forgiveneſs of 
all Sin, Reſtoration to Gop's Favour, Security 
in his Love, Means of Grace, and Hope of 
Glory,“ make a poor Sinner ſad,—melancholy ? 
Yea, it can, when God's Favour gnaws like the 
Worm that never dies; and ele Angels, and the 
Spirits of juſt Men made perfect, who enjoy it, 
.cry, like thoſe in Hell, for a Drop of Water to

Lay by your Fears, ye guilty ; the Lok is good. 
Away with your Doubts, ye mourning: Souls; 
his Mercy endureth for ever. This opens a Way, 


 3dly, To Men, who have experienced Gop's 
Goodneſs, and who can praife him for his fove- _ 
reign Grace. He hath loved you with an everlaſt- © 
ing Love, and therefore with loving Kindneſs: hath he 
dratun you (b). The Favour of Mortals is fickle; 
the Applauſe of Men unſteady; but the Favour of 
the LokRp is durable Riches, and his Love un- 


changeable as himſelf. The ſame Mercy, which 


ſpeaks Peace to the returning Sinner, ſince it en- 
dures for ever, is an everlaſting Arm, underneath 
the Iſrael of Gop. The more confidently you rely 
upon this bleſſed Arm, the greater Glory will be 
given toGop; the morePeace, Comfort, and Vic- 
tory will you receive: For it was while the Wor- 
ſhippers adored, and praiſed him, ſaying, Praiſe 
the LoRD, fer Bo good; for his Mercy endureth 
far ever, that Gov's Glory filled the Houſe.
